red, I didendeuor my felfe with all ſtu- 
die and diligence, to find out ſome ſpe- 
ciall thing, which might far excell the 
remedies now dailie wed for the cure 
of that grieuous diſeaſe. 

VVherevpon taking mine inuen- 
tion from Etius, who cee ie much 
the pawder of Goats bloud for cure of 
the ſame : alſo being further perſuaded 
thereunto by authoritie of ainerſe, 
A.. writing

Tothe Reader, 
writing of the nature of goats blaud: 
I did with my great charge drawe 4 
pure and cleare liquor out of thebloud 
of the male Goat, which with the pa- 
tience of the Phyſicians, I will be bold 
to call 4 Quinteſſence. 

And hauing made experience ther- 
of now two yeares and better, with 
dinerſe : I thought good to publish the 
ſame, to the reliefe of manie which are 
ieued with that infirmitic,and that 
in ſuch ſort ,as it shall appeare vnto the 
world, that 1 rather ſeeke herein to be- 
neſſte my Countrie, than anie priuate 
game to my ſelfe. 

For whereas no man troubled with 
that difeaſe can haue the helbe of the 
Phyſician, without hs great charge. I 
haue deuiſed that meane, that anie 
man ſo diſeaſed may haue fuch eaſe 
with verie ſmall charge , as ] dare 
boldlie auoch, cannot be had by anie | 
w/uall meanes. 


But for the commendation bereof

the helpe and eaſe of thoſe , who feare 
and feele the paſsions of that moſt ter- 
rible diſeaſe;than ve anie long Rhet 0:

to ſowre wine. 

And now that this my Quinteſſence 
may take the better effetF , I thinke it 
verie neteſſarie, to ſignifie unto ſuch 
as are inclined to the ſtone, & to thoſe 
that are Neue.

powder. And as claie by fire is made a 
faſt ⁊ ſir me ſubſtance, which befoze was 
ſoft, and eaſie to be diſſolued in water:

they vie violent exerciſe, and motion of 
their bodies continuallie, wherby they 
fozce a thicker and moze groſle iuice oz 
nutriment , from the ſtomach into the 
bodie than nature requireth : and that 
groſſe ſubſtance ſettling in the bottom 
of the bladder, by the temperate heat of F 
the child, is conuerted into a ſtone. as 
in the making of the artificiall wines, it 
pou let them paſſe thꝛough the ſtrainer 
gentlie of their owne accoꝛd, they come 
cleare: but if haſtilie yon fozce them by 
mꝛinging, they come thicke, and being 
ſettled , will be full of grounds in the 
bottome. Secondlie foꝛ colour, there 
are ſome ſtones white, ſome blacke, o⸗ 


thers pellowe, ſome red, ſome aſh co⸗ 


lour, and ſome mirt of diuerſe colours. 


Which dinerſitie happeneth chiellie by 
difference of the matter, whereof the 


Tones were ingendered : and ſomwhaf 
by digeſtion of the ſtones, either by 
ſmaller oz greater heat, with either 
longer oz ſhoꝛter time.

Foz 
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Foz ſome are round, as a ball: ſome 
like an egge, ſome like a peaſe , ſome 
like a bar lie cone ; ſome ſharpe, ſome 
piked, and of dinerſe and ſundzie other 
fozmes,vherof Jnedenot ſpeake. 

The fourth difference is in quantitie: 
foz the ſtone differeth in quantitie, frõ 
the bigneCe of a pins head, oz leſſe, vn⸗ 


to the quantitie of an egge, 02 greater. 


And the ſmaller ſoꝛt ot ſtones, are (lo 
the moſt part) ingendered in the kid⸗ 
nies, and that either in the hollowe vel⸗ 
ſels of the kidnies, as J ſaid befoze : 
which being but ſmall, the fone cannot 
erced the bigneſſe thereof,and therfoze 
mult be ſmall alſo, Oz elſe in the ſab- 
ſtance oꝛ fleſhie partes of the kidnies, 
here and there diſperſed,which alſa are 
neuer found to be great. But the greas 
ter ſozt of ſfones are alwaies ingende⸗ 
red in the bladder, foz that the veſſclg 
being great, will alſo admit the gene- 
rationofa great ſtone, The fift diffe- 
rence is in hardneffe, Foz there are 
ſome (as J haue often ſeene) which are 
ſcantcongealed oz baked, ſo that one 


may bzeak them to grit with his finger

and his thumbe. Others ſomWwhat har- 
der, t not caſte to be bꝛoken. And others 
ſo hard as they will not eaſilie pceld to 
the Hammer. The ſtone that bzeaketh 
gentlie, is (foz the moſt part) red oz pel⸗ 
lowe. The middle ſoꝛt is of diuerſe co⸗ 
lours. The har deſt, white. There is alſo 
a mixt kind of ſtone compact of hard 
ffones lightly knit togither by ſoft gra⸗ 
uell, and this kind is moſt dangerous 
and painfull in voiding,

T be third Chapter. 


N RP the two fozmer Chapters 
baue b:icflic touched the 
matter, whereof the fone is 
ingendered, t the difference of ſtones. 
Now J will ſhew the vſuall meanes, 
both topzenent + cure the ſtone, which 
(amongſt the Phyſicians of our time) 
are now dailie pꝛadiſed. The ſtone in 
thoſe, who onelie feare the diſeaſe, and 
are not pet troubled therewith, is pꝛe⸗ 
nented by two ſpecial meanes. The one 
is, by abſtinence from meates,+ things 


which

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which are apt to bzed the fone, Which 


are of two ſozts alſo, Foz either they 
b:ede in the bodie a ſit matter, eaſie to 
be conuerted into a ſtone: as veale, pig, 
lamb, ling, grenſiſh, er les, cheſe, milk: 
and gener allie, all verie groſſe, ſlimie, 
ſwerte, and fat meats, D2 elſe they cauſe 
an vnnatur al heate in the bodie, and ins 
flame the kidnies and other parts: as, 
heating the back at the ſir e, lieng much 
vpon the back, alſo great vſe of pepper, 
ginger, and other ſpices, oꝛ ante thing 
of ue nature. The other by purging 
that humoꝛ, which being in the bodie, is 
not as pet digeſted to the nature of a 
ſfone : which is done by two meanes 
alſo. Either by purgations, and lara⸗ 
tine medicines : oꝛ otherwiſe, by thoſe 
things, which being of a verie ſubtile, 
thin, and pear ſing nature, paſſe ſud⸗ 
denlie thꝛough the liuer, the kidnies, 
and the bladder, and violentlie carrie 
with them, ſuch ſlimie and groſte hu⸗ 
mours as they find by the wale : as, 
White wine, and Nheniſh wine, and 
ſuch like taken faſfing ; which being 
not taken laſting, wozke not this gen 
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Foz being vſed either with, oz ſone af- 
ter meat, they haſten the digeſtion, and 
carie groſſe and rawe humoꝛs into the 
bodie, whereby they wozke a verie con- 
trarie etted, and ingender the fone be⸗ 
ing much vſed. 

But the ſtone being alreadie ingen 
dered by the vſnall meanes, is to be cu⸗ 
red chiellie by things, which cauſe the 
fone to bzeake and void:as Saxifrage,

But the maner of making this Quint= 
eſſence, the choice of the Goat. the time 
of the peare, the diuerſttie of the bloud 
of the arterie and ofthe veine , and the 
oꝛder of diſtilling and circulating the 
ſame, J will not here ſpeake of:but(vp- 
on requeſt) will deliner it in wꝛiting to 
the right wozſhipfull and moſt learned 

 compante of Phyſicians in London, 
"3 wiſhing them to appoint certaine A⸗ 
pothetcaries, which ſhall be ſwozne foz 
the iuſt and true making ofthis Quint- 
eſſence. Mhich being ſo made, the 
Phyſicians map direc the ſame to bee 
giuen as to them (their patients and 
circumſtances rightlie weied) ſhall 
ſeme moſt mete, But in the meane 
time yon ſhal haue of this Quinteſſence 
as much as J can conuenientlie make, 
at maiſter Graies houſe the Apotheca⸗

Che vle of the Quinteſſence, being at 


that are from their father and mother, 
oz either of them naturallie inclined 
there vnto, oz otherwiſe feare the dil⸗ 
eaſe, and would pꝛeuent the ſame: is, 
to take twentie oz thir tie dates in the 
ſpꝛing, and likewiſe in the fall of the 
leafe, two ſponefals thereof in a god 
dꝛaught of their accuſtomed dzinke fa- 
ſting. x to faſt one houre after it, which 
wil without all queſtion pꝛeſerue them 
from the diſeaſe, 

But vnto thoſe , who are tronbled 
with the ſtone, and ferle now and then 
a paſſion thereot, J haue thought god 
to pꝛeſcribe this oꝛder. Cauſe fonre 03 
fine galons of dꝛinke to be bꝛewed and 
tunned vp tn a little veſſell fit foz the 
ſame, and when it is new turned, adde 
therto lightlie bound togither, one god 
handfull of Parcelie, and one handfull 
of Pellitozie of the wall, but foz want 


of Pellitozie, take the moze ang 
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although the other were better. And 
when pour dzinke (being either ale oz 
bere, as pou like beſt) is ſtale enough, 
dꝛinke thereof euerie mozning faſting 
a god and heartie dzanght,adding ther⸗ 
to two ſponefuls oz moze of the Quint- 
eſſence, (foz in greater quantitie pou 
cannot erre) and faſt one houre after it, 
as befoze, But whiles you take it, vſe 
no violent motion of pour bode , but 
gentle walking, oz ſuch like: leaſt the 
ſtone beginning to bꝛeake, the perces 
thereof fall into the narowe veſlels be- 
twene the kidnies and the bladder, oz 
krom the bladder into the pard, to pour 
great toꝛment. And this oꝛder J wiſh 
pon to vſe as long as pou find anie gra⸗ 
nell to auoid. But bicauſe oft times the 
grauell doth void, and pet not to be dil⸗ 
cerned, as mp late experience hath 
taught me, J thinke it requiſitc here to 
ſhew the ſtrange woꝛking ol the Quint 
eſſence. Jf pou put into a cup of wine a 
perce of light, hollowe, and ſoft ſugar, 
the wine pꝛeſentlie entreth into all 
parts thereof, and cauſeth it to fall like 
a ſandie ſubſtance, . il you put ns 
tf. 
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the ſame cup of wine, a peece of white, 
hard, and perfect god ſugar, it reſiſteth 
the wine, and ſuffereth onelie the ont- 
ward parts in long time, ſoine 4 ſome 
to be diſſolned . So likewiſe, if the 
Quinteſſence find in the bodie an hol- 
lowe,ſoft, and grettie ſtone, it entereth 
p:eſenthe into the ſame , diſſolucth it, 
and cauſeth it to voſd in granell, being 
not able to ſuffer the long action oz 
wo: king of the Quinteſſence, But the 
ffonc being hard, long digeſted, and ha⸗ 
ning his ſubſtance faſt 4 ſoundlie com⸗ 
pact together, the Quinteſſence cannot 
enter into the ſame, but wozketh vpon 
the ontward parts thcrof,and the moze 
fronglie it abideth and reſiſteth, the 
moꝛe perfealie the Quinteſſence reſol⸗ 
neth the ſame. Foz manikeſt p:ofe 
hercok, if in taking the Quinteſſence, 
pon find no grauell to void, ſet your v- 
rine firſt made, alter the taking of the 
Quinteſience, in ſome open veſſell,vpon 
the embers in a temperate heate, and 
ſuffer it ſo to and, vntill all the water 
be bzeathed away, and that which re⸗ 
maincth be perfect dzie, which you -_ 

ny 
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finda grettie ſubſtance, if yon were 
troubled with the ſtone, And this is a 
verie perfect triall. 

Now J thinke it god to note, that if 
the ſtone be great in quantitie and in 
the bladder, you muſt vſe the Quint- 
eſſence the longer, and not loke to be 
cured miraculouſite with the ble theres 
of a werke oz two. And againſt this 
kind cſpectallie J wiſh the Parcelie to 
be vſed (as befoze) foz that it is a great 
opener, and wil helpe the Quinteſſence 
to paſſe moze ſwiktlie vnto the kidnies 
and the bladder, where it onght to 
wozke, which otherwiſe continuing 
long inthe ſtomach, loſcth part of his 
vertue, and wozkethnot ſo effecuallie. 
But if the partie be verie old withall, 
and hath his kidnies and bladder cxul- 
„ | cerate,o2 either of them, vet chicfiie the 
„bladder, then J wiſh him not onlie to 
e pſe the Qui nteſſence, as befoꝛe, but alſo

which rather dꝛoppeth than runneth, 
bicanſe the fozce expulſtue is decaied: 
but if, with the exulceration of the kid⸗ 
nies, then haue pon paine in pour 
loins. But it pou be grieued with either 
ol anie continuance, with pour vzine 
there voideth often ſlimie cozruption, 
like the vhite of an egge, oꝛ filthie blod, 
and ſuche like. J wiſh thoſe who re⸗ 
maine in this caſe eſpeciallie troubled 
with the exulceration of the bladder, 
not to toꝛment their bodies with much 
phyſicke. Foz although eaſed, yet = 


for the Stone. 
they cannot be. Onlie J counſell them 
(as befoze)to remone the ſtone, and to 
zucid by abſtinence from the things 
afoze recited, the Charpneſle of vꝛine, 
which are the cauſes efficient of their 
griefe, and that done, to vſe foꝛ healing 
ol their ſoze kidnies and bladders, as 
neare as may be, à reſonable quantitie 


of Goates milke, euerie moꝛning fa- 
ſting: alſo the ſyꝛup of Platanie is a 


ſpeciall thing in theſe grieles, vſing one 
ſponefull thereof in the mozning in ale 


clarified, 


And now to end this my ſhoꝛt wozke, 
I let paſſe that which a number of wꝛi⸗ 
ters ſet foꝛth of the nature of the Goat, 
and the vertue of his bloud againſt the 
ffone. Dnlte J alledge one ſentence of 
Fuchfus,an excellent, wiſe, and learned 
Phyſician, which J find in his boke De 
medendis morbis. Writing ofthe fone 
and the cure therof,after he had ſhewed 
dinerſe remedies, he endeth thus: San-

lolorem ſedat. And to conclude, Goates 
bloudisa preſent remedie, both for the 
ſtone of the kidnies and the bladder. For 
it diſſolueth thoſe that are there alrea- 
die, and yoideth them by vrine, and ſuf- 
fereth no more to ingender, alſo taketh 
awaie the paine. 
But leaſt this moſt excellent medi⸗ 
cine ſhould be ſlandered, J haue thought 
god to ſigniſie, that if anie perſon ha⸗ 
uing vſed the Quinteſlence, in ſuch ſozt 
as is requiſite, both foz time and oꝛder, 
find not ſuch remedie as J haue pꝛomi⸗ 
ſed, and he loked foz: let him ik it ſeme 
god) repaire to mp houſe in Wickham 
afozeſatd, where he ſhall find me readie 
without either penie oꝛ penie wozth, to 
do what poſliblie J may foꝛ his further 
cure.
